Hr. Kolina saw Oswald at work and knew him tut never talked to hie and 
didn't know him personally. Kr. Kolina belongs to the 0. I. Forum, vas chairman 
of that group, This vas a group organized primarily for the education snd 
betterment of Spanish Breaking veterans. 

On November 22, 1'63 Kr. Kclins got to vork about 7:00 am. He vent to his 
office on the Second floor. Ha stayed there until about 11:! $ am. He did not 
see Oswald. He ate his lunch in the coffee room on the third floor and than 
vent outride and stood on the first step of the Commerce htreet entrance. This 
ueg pVcut pa, Kq ftstrds tbst he h^srd thres shots j ho did not Vrscv 

where they came from. Kr. Kolina then vent dovn the embankment toward Commerce 
Street, saw officers closing the gate to the parking lot to the vest of the 
School Book Depository Building. Kr. Truly then vent back into the building and 
stayed on the first floor. Re still did not see Oswald. Kr. Volins states he 
war on the steps with Kr. Shelly, Krs. Stanton, Kr. Seed, Kr. Sanders end Fddie 
Riper. Kolina then vent to Sanger* on Main Street to have his wife pick him up, 
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as she c colon' t get into the area of tie School beck repository. Kr. Kcllna 
stated that at 'anpers he met Fddie Fiper again, and hiper told him that Oswald 
had not been accounted for at the depository, 

Yr. Yolina stated he did not belong to any other organisations. 

There was en r 'hT agent present at this interview. The agent's name la 
believed to be Forty. This report written February 1?, 196b from notes taken 
November 23, 1963. No affidavit w.-.s made on November 23. 1963 due to Yr.
